at the battle of Evesham, while in the custody of the 
Karl of Leicester, when the barons were defeated, 
1365; died at St. Edmundsbury, Nov. 16, 1272, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Edward I.

Grace, with 56,000 men, and took Harfleur, August 
following, and fought the battle of Agincourt, Oct. 25, 
1415; invaded Normandy, August, 1417; renewed his 
claim to the crown of France; entrusted with the 
government of France, and declared heir tothe crown, 
1420; married the princess Catharine of France, 1420; 
pledged his crown, jewels, &c. for L20,000, 1421; 
died at Roan, Aug. 31, 1422; was buried at West- 
minster, and succeeded by his son Henry VI. 

Newry VL, only son of Henry V., born ut Windsor, Dec. 6, 1421; 
succeeded his father on the throne, Aug. 31, 1422; 
crowned at Westminster, 1429; crowned at Paris, 
1430; the French made themselves masters of Paris, 
after it had been possessed by the English 17 years, 
1436; married to Margaret of Anjou, Nov. 1441; con- 
spired against by Richard, Duke of York, 1450; taken 
prisoner by him at the battle of St. Albans, May, 
1455; made the Duke of York Protector, Nov., 1455;

James I., king of Scotland, succeeded his father, Jolin, 1423 ; his fh- 
ther being at war with the English, he was taken by 
them, and remained a prisoner till 1424, when he was 
released by John, Duke of Bedford, regent during the 
minority of Henry VL, to whom he paid homage for 
his crown ; murdered in his bed by assassins, by order 
of his uncle, the Earl of Athol, February 19, 1437; 
he was sueceeded by his son, James II. 

Jamurs [L.. king of Scotland, son of James I., succeeded his father, 
1437, being then seven years old; killed at the siege 
of Roxburgh by the bursting of a cannon, 1160, aged 
29, and was succeeded by his son, James HI. 

James II. of Scotland, son of James II., aged seven years, succeeded 
his father, 1460; arrested his two brothers, Jolin 
and Alexander, and caused Jolin to be assassinated ; 
Alexander escaped, raised an army against him, and 
took him prisoner, but generously set him at liberty ; 
his subjeets, however, rebelled against him for his 
tyranny, and he fell by them in battle, 1458 ; he was 
succeeded by his son, James IV. 

fauecs TV. of Seotland, son of James IIL. awed 16, succeeded his fa- 
ther, Liss; married Margaret, daughter of Henry 
VII. of England, December, 1503; subdued his rebel- 
lious subjects, but afterwards, assisting Louis XII. of 
France against Henry VILL. of England, he was killed 
at the battle of Flodden Field, 1531, aged 41, and sue- 
ceeded by his son, James V. 

James V. of Seotland, son of James IV., succeeded his father, 1531 ; 
assisted Francis |. of France against Charles V., and 
married Francis’s eldest daughter, 1535; buried his 
queen, 1537, and married Mary of Lorraine, daugh- 
ter of Claude, Duke of Guise, and widow of Louis 
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d’Orleans, by whom he had only one child, Mary, born 
eight days before his death, which happened Decem- 
ber 18, 1542; he was succeeded by this daughter, 
Mary. 

James V1. of Scotland, and I. of England, son of Mary, queen of 
Scots, grand-daughter of Margaret, Henry the VIIL’s 
sister, by Lord Darnley, born at Edinburgh, June 19, 
1566; crowned kine of Seotland, on his mother’s 
being deposed, the Marl of Murray regent, July 29, 
1567 ; took the reins of government, 1578; married 
Ann, princess of Denmark, November 24, 1559; sue- 
ceeded Elizabeth on the throne of England, March 24, 
1603; arrived in London, May 7 following; styled 
himself King of Great Britain, 1606; died, Mareh 27, 
1625, and was succeeded by his second son, Charles I. 

James If., brother of Charles II., born, October 30, 1653; entered 
the Spanish service, 1658; married Ann Hyde, the 
lord chancellor’s daughter, September 3, 1660; made 
lord Iieh admiral, 1664; lost his wife, March 31, 
1671, aged 80; married the princess of Modena, No- 
vember 21, 1673: a bill passed the House of Com- 
mons to exclide him from the sueecession, 1650 ; sue- 
ceeded Charles Hl. on the throne, February 6, 1685 ; 
crowned, April 23 following; received the Pope's 
Nuncio, 1687; fled, on the Prince of Orange being 
invited over, December 12, 1688; seized at Fevers- 
ham, and brouelt back to Whitehall, December 16; 
left England, by order of Prince William, December 
23, 168; and was sueceeded by his daughter Mary 
and William HI. her husband; landed with an army 
at Kinsale, in Ireland, March 22, 1689; returned to 
France, June, 1690; died, at St. Germains, August 
6, 1701.

in marriage by Queen Elizabeth, 1564; married to 
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her cousin-germain, Lord Darnley, 1565; is said to 

have murdered her husband, Feb. 10, 1567, for put- 

ing Rizzio to death; married the Karl of Bothwell, 

May 15, for which her subjects rebelled and deposed 

her, July 26, following; escaped from the castle of 

Lochlevin, May 2, where she was confined, and fled 

to England, May 16, 1568; her cause examined into

So dreadful a 
one, as frightened the whole kingdom ; the houses in 
London shook, and many fell; the water rose to a 
great height in Westminster Hall, and London Bridge 
was choked up with wrecks; ten slips of war were 
lost, and 1500 seamen; the damage at London waz 
computed at one million sterling, Nov. 26, 27, 1703.

SweEpeEy, anciently Scandinavia; kingdom of, began, 431; united to 
the crown of Denmark and Norway, from 1394 till 
1525, when Gustavus Vasa expelled the Danes; 
Christianity introduced there, 829; no nobility there 
before 1500; Lutheranism established there by Gus- 
tavus Vasa, about 1525; popery abolished, and the 
crown declared hereditary, 1544; Charles XII. began 
his reign, 1700. 

Swirzer,_anD, inhabited formerly by the Helvetii, who were sub- 
dued by Cesar, B. C. 57; became part of the kingdom 
of Burgundy, &88; Swiss Cantons formed, 1307; 
their form of government made perpetual by them- 
selves, 1315, and ratified by other powers, 1649; 
Swiss soldiers first in the pay of France, 1480; finally 
defeated, and their independence abolished, 1798. 

Syxop, the famous, when deputies were sent from all the reformed 
churches in Europe to Dort, in Holland, to adjust the 
difference between the doctrines of Luther, Calvin. 
and Arminius, 161%. 

Tartary—the first cham was Genghis Khan, 1206, whose descend- 
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ants held the empire till 1582, when the Mungols 
revolted to the Manchew ‘Tartars, in China; the 
Eluths became a separate state about 1400.

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WasHINGTON, GeorGeE, of Virginia, President of the United States, 


from March 4, 1789, to Mareh 3, 1797. Resigned 
the presidency, August 17, 1796. Died, Dec. 14,

ner’s daughter of Falaise, became Duke of Normandy, 
and was promised by Edward the Confessor to be ap- 
pointed in his will, successor to the crown of England, 
1051; claimed the crown, of Harold, after Edward’s 
death, who refused it, 1066; invaded England at Pe- 
vensey, Sussex, w ith a large army, Oct. 1066; slew 
Harold, and conquered England, at the battle of Has- 
tings; Edgar Atheling, ne “phew to Edward the Con- 
fessor, the only heir to the crown, resigned it to him, 
December tollowing, and he was crowned, Dec. 25; 
returned to Normandy, but hastened back to England, 
December, 1067; crowned his wife, Matilda, LO6S ; 
invaded Scotland, 1072; subverted the English consti- 
tution, 1074; wounded, by his rebel son, Robert, at 
Gerberot, in Normandy ; 1079; buried his queen, 
1083; invaded France, 1088 ; soon after this, he fell 
from his horse, and contracted a rupture, of which he 
died, at Hermentrude, Sept. LOSS, awed 63; was buried 
at Caen, and sueceeded in Normandy by his eldest son, 
Robert, and in England by his second son, William IL. 
called Rufus, from his red hair, second son of William 
1., succeeded his father, and crowned, Sept. 27, 1058; 
invaded Normandy, with success, 1090; subdued 
Wales, 1093; killed with an arrow acc identally, by 
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Sir Walter Tyrrel, as he was hunting in the New 
Forest, August, L100, aged 40; buried at Winchester, 
and succeeded by his brother, Henry I. 

Witu1am IIL, crowned, with his queen, April 11, 1689; landed at 
Carrickfergus, to oppose king James, June 14, 1690; 
wounded in the shoulder, while reconnoitering the 
enemy at the Boyne; defeated king James at the 
battle of the Boyne; returned to England, Sept. 6, 
1609; plot laid for assassinating him, Feb. 1696; he 
fell from his horse, and broke his collar bone, Feb. 21, 
1702; died, March 8, aged 51; buried, April 12 fol- 
lowing, and was succeeded by his wife’s sister, Anne. 

WILLs are of very high antiquity, (see Genesis, c. 48:) Solon intro- 
duced them at Athens; there are many regulations 
respecting wills in the Koran; the Romans had this 
power, so had the native Mexicans, so that it pre- 
vailed at least in three parts of the globe; lands were 


devisable by will before the conquest; privilege of 


making wills granted by Henry I., in 1100. 

Wine, the art of making it, brought from India, by Bacchus ; none 
produced in France in the time of the Romans; sold 
by apothecaries asa cordial, 1300; licences for vending 
it established 1661 ; first made in Britain, 276. 

Wircnerarr—six hundred condemned as wizards, and most of them 


burnt, in France, 1609, Grandier, parish priest of 


Loudun, France, burnt, on the supposition of having 
bewitched a whole convent of nuns, 1634. Twenty 
old women, in Bretagne, France, put to death for this 
supposed crime, 16ot. Nine old women were burnt 
at Kalisk, in Poland, charged with having bewitched, 
and rendered unfruitful, the lands belonging toa gen- 
tleman in that palatinate, 1775.

ERAS. Various eras have been adopted in different ages, and by dif. 
ferent nations, in the computation of time, and in ad- 
justing the dates of events recorded in history. 

Orympraps.—The Greeks computed their time by the era of the 
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Olympiads, which date from the year 776 B. C.; 
being the year in which Coreebus was successful at the 
Olympic games. This era differed from all others, in 
being reckoned by periods of four years, instead of 
single years. Hach period of four years was called 
an Olympiad, and in marking a date, the year and the 
Olympiad were both mentioned. 

Founpation OF Rome.—The Romans reckoned their time from the 
date assigned for the founding of Rome, corresponding 
to the year 753 B.C. This era is designated by the 
letters A. U. C., or ab urbe condita, * trom the build- 
ing of the city.” 

Curistian Era.—The Christian era, which is used by Christian 
nations, is reckoned from the birth of Christ, which, 
according to the Ilebrew text of the Old Testament, 
took place A. M. [in the year of the world} 4004; ac- 
cording to the Samaritan text, A. M. 4700; and ac- 
cording to the Septuagint, A. M. 5872. The com- 
putation according to the Hebrew text is followed in 
this work ; and it is generally adopted in English lite- 
rature. ‘The birth of Christ is supposed to have taken 
place about four years earlier than the period assigned 
to it in the vulgar era. The computation by the 
Christian era first began to be used in the 6th cen- 
tury. The Roman or Julian year was followed, con- 
sisting of 369 days and 6 hours, which exceeded the 
true time of the solar year by a little more than 11 
minutes, ‘his erroneous computation had, in the 
year 15%, occasioned a deviation of 10 days trom the 
true time ; and in that year (1582) Pope Gregory in- 
troduced a reform into the calendar, by taking 10 
days from the month of October. The calendar thus 
reformed (called New Ntyle) was immediately intro- 
duced into all Catholic countries. ‘The reckoning 
according to the Julian year (called Old Style) con- 
tinned to be used in England till the year 1702, when 
IL days were omitted in September, the day after the 
2d beine accounted the 14th. ‘The Greeks and Rus- 
sians still use the Old Style. 

Nea or rug Heomra.—The era of the Hegira, which dates from the 
flight of Mahomet from Mecca to Medina, is used by 
Mahometan nations, and corresponds to the 16th of 
July, A. D. 622. 

American Era.—The era most used in this country, next to the 
Christian era, is that of the Declaration of the Inde- 
pendence of the United States, which took place on 
the 4th of July, 1776.
